Denver, Cola., Jan. 18.--[Bpecial,}--Appen- 
dicitis will ne longer cover a multitude of 
doctor's errors if an amendment te the phy- 
sicians’ bill, intreduced in the house by Dr. 
E. B. Kénnedy, a representative, becomes 
effective with the bill. * 

Surgeons who operate for appendicitis will 
be compelled to submit the appendix after 
the operation, and if it proves to be sound 
no fee may be collected, and the doctor will 
be lable te fine and imprisonment.

Government Experts Say Cool- 


er Weather Will Arrive, 
but When? 


ATR CONDITIONS STRANGE ' 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 16.—Balmy breezes 
and sunny days which are making folk think 
it is epring are te continue for some time, 
but Chief Willis L. Moore of the weather 
bureau is out with @ warning that winter is 
hiding somewhere and is sure to come. 

Reports of most unusual weather condi. 
tions, telling of flowers in bloom, trees 
a-budding, and birde and animals yenturing 
out from winter quarters, are coming inte 
the weather bureau. 


Breaking Point Not Known, 

“ Atmospheric conditions over the Ameri- 
can continent may be likened to nothing so 
aptly as a bubbling caldron, which soon is te 
boil over,” is the way Henry B. Williams, 
assistant chief of the weather bureau, puts 
it, “and when it does it will mean a change 
in weather conditions in every part of the 
eduntry. The trouble fe that no one can tell 
just at what point the caldron will boll over. 

With high pressure over the middle At- 
lantic and low pressure in Alaska and the 
northwest such as we have been having for 
the last twe months,” is the more technical 
explanation of Dr. Harry C. Frankenfield, 
chief forecaster, “we can have nothing but 
warm weather. To get a change these cond!- 
tions must be reversed—that is, the pressure 
must become high in the northwest and low 
over the middle Atlantic ocean, This change 
will cause an easterm movement of cold air 
from the northwest, When this will occur, 
however, I do not know.” 

In other words, Dr. Frankenfield went on

In à bulletin issued yesterday the depart- 
ment condemned citizens who have knowl- 
edge of contagious cases yet aid in conceal- 
img the fects, the effect being to prevent 
Quarantine precautions necessary to prevent 
apreading of the diseases. Responsibility for 
the present wave of scariet fever and diph- 
theria ip placed directly upon the doctors 


and citizens. 


Attention is called to laws compelling doo- 
totes to report contagious cases within twen- 
ty-four hours after discovery and requiring 
eitizens to make similar report or be sub- 
ject to fines to the maximum of $200 


Prosecutions Are Threatened. 

“The rtmem,”’ reads the bulletin, will 
vigorously prosecute every Violation of the 
lene relating to the reg@lation and contro! 
ef contagious diseases, including failure to 
report cases. 

The closest codperation of all our citizens, 
the medical profession and the department 
of health, is essential to the control of the 
comagious disease situa l 

Na very effective repressive work can be 
Gone unless all cases are reported to the 
department, of health. From the official 
records of the department it ia apparent there 
are many unreported cases of scariet fever 
and diphtheria. 

“It is the experience of all doctors that 
many citizens ask- and even insist cases 
of contagious diseases be not reported. Some 
4Moctors, more solicitous of their own financial 
well being than of the public welfare, yield 
to their patient's demands and deliberately 
violate the law. 


“Needless Slaughter“ Cited. 

“Citizens of this kind and their weak- 
kneed doctors are potent factors in the pres- 
ent stuation. Both are enemies of the com- 
munity, both are violators of vitally im- 
portant laws. By reason of their acts con- 
tagion is being spread and the city's chil- 
dren are being needjegaly slaughtered. 

Are the good mothers and fathers and 
the good doctors of Chicago going to stand 
for this kind of law violation any longer? 

At the close of the week there were 1,658 
cases of Scarlet fever, an increase of 218, and 
781 cases of diphtheria, an increase of 67. 

Diphtheria showed itg greatest increase in 
one of the beat residence wards of the south 
gide—the Sixth-—the number of actively con- 
taglous cases more than doubling in the last 
seven days. The territory one-half mile on 
all eides of Washington park is the area af- 
fected.

After that there followed days of great 
stress and penury, which led Lucien Murat 
to endeavor to earn a living for his wife 
and children by all sorts of means, including 
a milk route. But nothing seemed to suc- 
ceed, and for the last two or three years 
prior to his return to France with his family 
the ménage was to a great extent dependent 
on the charity of friends and neighbors.

COAL DISCOVERED IN CONGO. 


Belgian Possession Found to Be Rich 
in Deposits of Mineral by . 
State Experts. 

BRUSSELS, Belgium, Jan. 18.— The discov- 
ery of extensive coal fields in the Belgian 
Congo in the neighborhood of Katanga was 
confirmed officially today by Chief Engineer 
Minette of the Geological and Mining so- 
ciety. Borings over an area of 400 square 


miles disclosed layers from six to seven feet 


in thickness of a quality similar to that of 
Bulgarian coal. The discoveries were made 
not far from the Tanganyika rallvay, now 
under construction.

He said rebates as 
given by his company were nothing more 
than discounts to shippers who entered into 
long term contracts or agreements. . 

M. Bouvier, vice president of the W. R. 
Grace company of New York, told the com- 
mittee 96 per cent of all the trade between 
New York and the west coast of South 
America was carried at the same rates. He 
declared, however, there was more or less 
rate cutting alt the time. 


Want Ocean Travel Protected. 
Legislation that will result in more ade- 
quate safeguards for passengers on ocean 
steamers is to be urged upon this session of 
congress The Titanic disaster furnishes one 
of the arguments in favor of immediate 
action. 


The commerce committee of the senate will’ 


begin next Thursday a series of hearings on 
the Nelson bill removing the exemption of 
ship owners from liability for damages to 
merchandise arising from improper loading 
and handling or errors and negligence in the 
navigation or management of vessels, Among 
the shipping interests to be represented is 
the Great Lakes Carriers’ association. 

This exemption from liability was made 
possible by the Harter ect and shippers now 
are demanding its removal. It is pointed out 
that if ship owners are made liable for dam- 
ages to merchandise resulting from negli- 
gepee in navigation they will be more careful 
in the operation of their vessels and the re- 
sult ‘will be a greater safety of passengers 
also.

UNEARTHS FISH POND OF NERO. 


Excavations in Rome Reveal Reeervelr 
» in Which Exotic Fish Were Bred 
for Emperor. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

ROME, Jan. 18.—The most tmportant dis- 
covery yet made was brought out by Prot. 
Boni today in his excavations on the Palatine. 
Beneath the besilica of the Flavian palace 
he found two narrow stairways leading to 
the Piscina,” & water reservoir consisting 
of five large compartments. It ig still in- 
tact and is covered and well preserved by 
water-tight cement. It was specially con- 
structed on different levels and in this way 
the water was enabled to — the sedi- 
ments. 

The reservoir dates from the time of Nero 
when it was used as a salt water fish pond 
with the object of ertificial breeding of exotic 
fish for the imperial table. 

The artificial rearing and hatching of fish 
in ancient Rome ie attested by Pliny, who 
alludes to a special fish called the scarus, 
which was found between Rhodes and Crete, 
but wae bred artificially.

FINDS PACKERS IN MISSOURI 
BOUND BY PRICE AGREEMENT. 


Commissioner, However, Says the Vol- 
ume of Business They Control Is In- 
sufficient to Constitute a Monopoly. 


Jefferson City, Mo., Jan. 18.--Daniel Dillon, 
commissioner appointed to take evidence in 
the suit filed to oust the alleged packers’ 
combination from the state, reported to the 
Supreme court today that he found the six 
companies named in the proceedings in an 
agreement to control prices. 

But I do not think,” the report adds, “ the 
evidence is sufficiently specific in régard to 
the volume of business it controls and the

Leathed Actors and Audiences. 

The diaries show Macready‘s virulence toward every one (save 
Dickens) in its most vituperative form. He was an artist who 
hated his art, its professors, and its patrons. Vain and avid of 
praise, he was jealous of every other player, and his records of 
the popularity of other members of his companies are bitter. 
“Is there a viler thing, a thing more ridiculously base, than 3 
player?” he asks, These low minded persons shirking honest 
industry for an idle, precarious life?’ Kemble cin neither 
think nor read—a second rate charlatan "—yet he is praised by 
the newspapers, “the moral filth of humanity.” The Keans 
are quacks. Edwin Forrest. before he hissed Macready’s 
Hamlet in Edinburgh, is “just dull, not otherwise of- 
fensive.” Afterward it is the “filthy Forrest.” He acts 
“Macbeth” with a company that would have strangled the 
efforts of Roscius himself. He plays Lear before a lot of “ igno- 
rant and pedantic coxcombs” with a cast of loathsome and 
offensive creatures who have no right to intrude themselves on 
Shakspeare.” Charlotte Cushman is heard to say that Web 
ster and his theater can go to hell.“ Our art!” sneers Macready. 

The critics are his especial ecatasy in irritation. “I wish I 
were anything but an actor,” he laments—* anything except 6 
critic. Let me be unhappy rather than vile. What has a 
gentieman and a man of honor to do with such vermin?” Mana- 
ger Bunn—that “bad little Bunn”—with whom he had the famous 
fight on the floor of Drury Lane, is pursued with anathema 
indicated in dashes. “I saw the grosa, licentious wretch on the 
street today. I think he looked shabby.” He is sickened in 
America with N. P. Willis and his “sentimental puffery of the 
cat-gut” of Ole Bull. “Great God,” he wails, “ where is there 
the truth? Where will it be found on earth? It never will.” 
Stephen Price dies and he is gone, unpitied, unlamented; he 
had no friend.“ The tragic record of an unhappy man; vio- 
lent, romantic, religious, cleanly, and a bitter, unreasoning egoist.

Wrangles with Browning. 

Queen Victoria, then “a very pretty girl,” offended him. She 
went to see Van Amburg’s trained lions at Drury Lane instead 
of Macready in Shakspeare at Covent Garden. King Louis 
Philippe likewise gave him displeasure. The royal present to 
Macready after the actor had played “ Henry IV.“ for the king 
was a poinard, which, upon investigation later by a London 
silveramith, was found to be sham. He was annoyed by the 
aristocracy of England, who he called “ gold besotted, prurient, 
frivolous, and heartless.” He did not spare even himself. 
“ Went to the theater and played Macbeth ill,” he writes, and 
I acted disgracefully; worse than I have for years.” A strange 
confusion of contradictions. In the same paragraph, with « 
pathetic allusion to his “sweet cherub” on the anniversary of 
her death, he inserts brutal epithets describing his contempo- 
raries. ‘“‘ God be my friend,” he prays, “for I am too often an’ 
enemy to myself.” And, “ What has my life been? A betrayal 
of a great trust, an abuse of great abilities“ 

Macready met Browning in 1835 when Paracelsus had 
appeared. Their acquaintance was not a happy one, as the 
following extracts from the diaries will show: 

“Aug. 3, 1840.—Read Browning’s play (‘The Return of the 
Druses ), and with the deepest concern I yield to the belief chat 
he will never again write to any purpose, I fear his intellect is 
not quite clear. 

“ Aug. 27—Browning came before I had finished my bath, end 
really wearied me with his self-opinionated persuasions upon his 
‘Return of the Druses.’ I fear he is forever gone. 

“Feb, 10, 1843.—Browning in the worst taste, manner, and 
spirit declined any further alterations (in ‘The Blot on the 
'Scutcheon’). I could only think Mr, Browning a very disagree- 
able and offensively mannered person, 

Feb. 11.—Browning seemed desirous to explain or, qualify 
the strange carriage and temper of yesterday. 

March 18.— Browning was startled into accosting me, but

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HE present exhibition of twenty-four 
paintings of Dalmatla, by Alson Skin- 
ner Clark, at O'Brien's shows thet this 
young Chicago painter has gained 
much in facility of style and definite- 

ness of aim during the last two years. 

He found in this strip of land along the 
gast coast of the Adriatic a country of noble 
scenery, rich color, fine old architecture, and 
picturesque costumes; and he has painted 
with manifxst enthusiasm everything he 
saw, from bits of ruined wall with a few 
figures against it to wide spaces of blue sea 
and purple mountains, But through these 
various supjects he has preserved a certain 
integrity. of theory; his pictures are all color 
patterns spread upon canvas. decorations to 
take their place upon a wall, and they are 
all keyed to a concert pitch of sunshine, the 
kind of sunshine which obliterates distance 
and makes nature seem @ brilliant curtain 
hung up before man’s eager eyes. 

His favorité background seems to be some 
old wall or group of houses—some battered 
relic of Roman, Venetian, Spanish, or Turk- 
ish centuries of dominion. And he has a 
keen appreciation of the feeling of those old 
walls—their beautiful weatherbeaten rough- 
ness, their soft subtleties of color. their mere 
than human knowledge of history. Indeed, 
it would be hard to find a painter who can 
express so much of an old wall's beauty and 
character as he has done in three or four of 
these plietures.⸗

The gayety of crowds, also the peculiar 
checkered effect of their maseed colors, 
tempts him to a picture like the Bazaar 
at Spolato,” in which the brightly cos- 
tumed figures are handled as skillfully 
as an operatic chorus, with the old red 
roofed houses for the orchestra and 
the blue sky for the star’s soprano voice 
above them.

Mr. Clark's pictures express the same atti- 
tude toward life, give us with cingular fresh- 
ness and exuberance and with ever increas: 
iu power of artisiry, the appeal of the pic- 
turesque old world to the hungry senses ani 
eager imaginations of us of the new. He is 
rapidly becoming a very brilliant painter. 
The kind of thing he does could scarcely be 
better done than in little pictures like The 
Spolato Market Place and the Harbor at 
Zara,” or larger ones like Bria Aurea,”

SPIT BALL COSTS PENNANT 


Sanborn Tells Story of American 
League Race of 1904. 


JACK CHESBRO THE VICTIM. 


Wild Pitch Enables Boston to Beat 
Highlanders in Crucial Game. 


BY I. E. SANBORN. 

That loose spit ball which escaped the moist 

‘paw of Jack Chesbro in the ninth inning and 
cost the New York American league team a 
championship on the last day of the pennant 
race made a lot of noise eight years ago last 
fall. The spit ball then wasin its infancy, as 
C. Hercules Ebbets would say, and it had 
more detractors than advocates in diamond 
circles. Chesbro was its leadingGemonstrator, 
for that was before Ed Walsh had acquiréd 
the mastery of the slippery elm stuff which 
later gained him a nation wide reputation. 

For those who dote on dates and accuracy 
It may be interpolated this early in the res- 
urrection that it was on Oct. 10, 1904, that

Climax to Close Race. 

The race between Boston and New York 
made 1904 memorable, and its climax served 
to supply fuel to the hot stove league for 
several winters. Boston, under the leader- 
ship of Jimmy Collins, had won the Amer- 
ican league pennant and then the world's 
championship from Pittsburgh in the fret 
world’s series between the two present ma- 
Jor leagues in 1908. Collins’ men, mostly 
youngsters, were favorites to repeat in 1904, 
‘but Clark Griffith challenged them with de- 
termination and came so strong at the finizh 
that it looked as if his Yankees, then in their 
gecond year of existence, were going to cop. 

When the final day of the season dawned 
Boston was leading by a slender margin, but 
had to play a double header on the Yankees’ 
cwn lot, and if New York could bag both 
games it would be the league’s champion by 
a {sw points. Griffith went after the first 
game with Chesbro on the slab, and the issue 
hung in the balance until, in the first, half 
t the ninth inning, with the score tied, two 
out, and Criger on third base, that historic 
a@pitter slipped out of Chesbro’s fist and let in 
the run that gave Boston the honors.

Like master like man, applies much 
better in baseball than it does in almost any- 
thing else. A manager may, by his own 
aggretesiveness or fighting spirit, hold up a 
team and keep it fighting long after all hope 
seems dead. 


Manager Must Not Give Up. 

On the other hand, a manager who loses 
heart after a period of setbacks and dis- 
couragement lets his team slump harder than 
it would without any manager. All teams 
have their periods of hard luck during a 
Playing season and the manager who is 
able to keep bis men fighting during these 
periods of depression finishes well up. 

As an example of the result of management 
upon a good team take last season's Phila- 
delphia club, When the season opened the 
Phillies locked better man any team in the 
league, even though on past performances it 
was compulsory to pick the Giants as the 
probable winners. Right at the start the 
team suffered serious setbacks in the shape 
of injuries and Winess.

Dogs are employed to test hash- 
ish. This is manufactured from female buds 
of hemp, the male buds having no particular 
medicinal value. Hashish administered to 
dogs induces a peculiar pathological condi- 
tion, and, if the drug is correctly prepared, 
which is seen in no other animal save man 
himself. Digitalis, the heart stimulant, is 
best tested on frogs. Injecting a drop of 
the drug into the stomach of the frog, the 
chemist, by means of the kymograph, or 
heart recording machine, studies the changes 
of the frog's heart action, thus obtaining ac- 
curate knowledge as to the effect of that 
particular kind of digitalis.

A high 
authority once said. To all organized creat- 
ures the removal of oxygen, water, nourish- 
ment, and heat causes death to ensue.” It 
thus appears that when that statement was 
made the authority quoted did not appear 
to take into consideration the snail as be- 
ing one of the “organized beings.” The 
experiments of one scientist, however, have 
clearly demonstrated that any or all of the 
usual life conditions may be removed in the 
case of the snail without terminating its 
existence, or indeed impairing its functions. 
The snail retreats into its shell on the ap- 
proach of frosty weather, and causes the 
opening or mouth of its shell to be her? 
metically sealed by a secretion of silky tex- 
ture absolutely impervious to air and water. 
In this condition; therefore, it is plain that 
the little creature is deprived of three of the 
four elements of life—air, water, and nourish- 
ment.

Some beginners whe are about 
to embark in the utility branch of the ban 
ness think this advice is given by breeders 
of good stock as an incentive to the inex- 
perienced to buy their fancy stock. This is 
far from the truth : 


The breeding and improving of thorough- 
bred stock—cattle, hogs, ‘horses, sheep, or 
other domesticated ariimals—has improved 
the marketable quality; it has also mate- 
rially increased the value of the stock upon 
the farm. Pure bred céws produce more 
milk than the ordinary serub cows, the best 
beef comes from the well bred cattle, and 
the highest grade pork comes from the go- 
called fancy hogs. ' 

This is only natural when one 1 into 
consideration the fact that well bred stock 
is carefully selected and mated. The finest 
and most vigorous are selected for breeding 
purposes and such stock is generally kept 
under better and more sanitary conditions. 

What is true in this respect in other live 
stock is also true id poultry. The dest in- 
dividual and pen est records made at ex- 

rimental stations were made by thordugh- 
bred poultry of some of the standard breeds. 
The most attractive, uniform eggs sold upon 
the market or supplied to private trade are 
laid by pure bred bens, and the plumpest 
and juieiést carcassés come 46 a rule from 
the farms and poultry yards keeping nothing 
but well bred poultry.

He cannot afford to have all of his time 
taken up with salesmen, and yet, with the 
interests of this house deepest et heart, he 
cannot risk letting a good proposition get by 
him.

If he wins out as purchasing 
agent he must be decidedly loyal to the 
house, honest clear down deep, and he must 
give close applHoation to his firm's needs 
and peculiartties.” 


Credit Man Has Difficult Work; 


Requirements for Position Many 


By DONALD SCOTT. 


NLY within the present generation 
have credits and coliections—they are 
practically inseparable, though this 
talk cohcerns mainly the requirements 
for success in extending credite—come 

to be recognized as a distinct and separate 
department of business, especially credits. 


Within the last twenty-five or thirty years 


this phase of business has become extremely 
important. 

In the average manufacturing and whole- 
sale business, the manager of credits ie just 
about as much respected as any other officer 
in the business, and his salary ranges from 
$2,500 per annum on up to five figure amounts. 
His responsibility is tremendous, for he has 
it within his power to break as well as to 
help make a business. Inefficiency on the 
part of the credit manager will lose both 
money and sales in vreater degree than will 
the inefficiency of any other officer. 

When the head of the average business 
must go outside of his own business to find 


a credit man, he looks around a long time 


before he makes a decision. In fact, he usu- 
ally has great difficulty in rounding up any 
avallable men at all, men who have the 
necessary training, character, and intellect. 
His choice is usually limited to a mere hand- 
ful of men. The main reasons for this are 
the comparative newness of the credit man’s 
profession and especially the varied require- 
ments. i 
89 
Must Be a Tactful Man. 

First of all, the credit man must be a good 
sound, solid, tactful business man, whose ex- 
perience covers general business conditiong 
in a wide field geographically. He must not 
only be able to grasp in a masterful way 
the details of local business conditions in 
many parts of the country and possible future 
conditions, but also the essential details 
within the various kinds of businesses to 
which credits are extended. 

This includes what constitutes good meth- 
ods and practices in all phases of those lines. 
He must be able to judge unerringly by the 
way a man talks or writes about his own 
business whether or not that man is a thor- 
ough master of his own business. In the 
case of a retail store he must be able to size 
up the merchant's caliber as a merchandiser 
accurately—gnd often in a hurry; fer he can- 
not entirely base his judgment upon the mer- 
chant’s verified financial statements, or 
other cold facts. 

He must be a thorough student, and not 
at all ‘content with a survey of superficial 
conditions. He must get at the causes of 
conditions and have the logically trained 
mind necessary to pick out quickly e#sen- 
Hals from a mass of nonessentials. 

The credit man must also be a good ac- 
countant. This is essential. As a rule, credit 
men come up through the accounting depart- 
ments. A majority of the men now holding 
the title of “credit manager were at one 
time accountants, for their work largely con- 
cerns the accounting records of thelr own 
business and that of customers. Few men 
who are not fair accountants—more than 
mere bookk succeed as credit 
men, although it is possible, for this account- 
ing experience cannot be called the most 
essential requirement a man must possess if 
he would attain success in a position as 
manager of credits and collections. 

* 
Must Be Fair Lawyer. 

He also must be pretty much a lawyer. In 
fact, hundreds of lawyers are now found 
to be acting as credit men for concerns in all 
lines of business. The average lawyer comes 
close to possessing all the essential require- 
ments. He knows considerable about ac- 


counting, he is ofen with an analy deal 


mind, and as a rule he is tactful and can 
read human nature to the extent of deter- 
mining when a man is telling him the truth 
or is “ bluffing,” and, of course, the lawyer 
has the necessary knowledge of law. 
Then, too, the credit man must be a good 
correspondént; not a fair one, but good. Bac 
of this must be intimate knowledge of the 
man to whom he writes—even more than 4 
knowledge of the conditions in and around 
the man’s business. Often the value of the 
letter he writes ie entirely dependent upon 
the way he sizes up the character of the ad- 
Adresse. The credit department bas the least 
use of all for form letters. One tactless 
word in a single letter may not only make it 


difficult to collect an outstanding account but 


also drive away that account toa competitor 
~although the good credit men these days 
do not consider the possibility of a compet- 
itor getting the account. Their judgment ts 
and should be independent of that influence. 
They must confine the basis of their judg- 
ments to fundamentals. Whether or not a 
competitor might get an account that will 
prove profitable if he doesn’t take it never 
enters the mind of an efficient credit man. 
Invariably when this element does influence 
the acceptance or the rejection of an account 
or an order, the credit man boosts the 
percentage of loss—by which his efficiency 
to a great extent is gauged. 
* * 
Must Be Law Unto Himself. 


His mind must be so trained that he will 
not be influenced by anything but funda- 
mentals. He must feel that he is a law unto 
himself. Interference on the part of other 
officers of the business usually hampers 
more than it helps his work, both in the mat- 
ter of refusal and the acceptance of definite 
risks and the adoption of general policies. 
And this is another reason why the credit 
man’s job is a good one. He must be the 
caliber of man that commands the unwaver- 
ing confidence of all the other men in a bust 
ness, especially the salesmen and the ‘sales 
manager with whom he works as closely 
as he does with the financial head of his 
firm; if, indeed, he himself be not that finan- 
cial head, as is frequently the case. 

The credit man must be of an unwavering. 
decisive disposition, Any man who is prone 


to weigh all facts, essential along with non - 


essential, and straddle the fence a long time 
before he lines up on one side or the other 
hack better avoid the credit department, 
where the big pay work consists of a con- 
stant succession of decisions, rapid but not 
hasty, quick yet based upon specific facta, 
present, past, and future, and made in the 
‘light of the credit man's general knowledge 
of his own business, his customers’ business, 
and trade conditions and prospects in the 
immediate locality of his customers’ busi- 
ness, 

If a young man aspires to be a credit man, 
let him first be sure he is a student, with a 
knack for digging deep below superficial 
appearances. His main task is to recognize 
artificial and superficial and false appear- 
ances when he meets them—and the average 
credit man meets plenty of them! And let 
him resolve to put in more than the average 
number of years in a probationary capacity, 
preferably in the eredit department of a big 
concern. At the same time let him study 
commercial law and business finance and 
acedunting methods, and the relative values 
of the various sources of information as 
to the financial standing of business con- 
cerns;.also the most practical methods of 
keeping the essentials of all this information 
with respect to each customer readily ac- 
cessible—and let him in season and out study 
human nature, for, before all else., a credit 
man must be a good judge intuitively of the 
intentions and me saotives of men

was at one time outstanding over 82.800.000 
000, but of which there are now only about 

$1,000,000,000. These are held chiefly by na- 
tional banks as security for their circulation 
or for government deposits and by trustees 
for funda in cases where safety isa more im- 
portant consideration than profit. They are 
as safe as anything on earth and always mar- 
ketable, but they scarcely cal! for our consid- 
eration because they no longer offer any at- 
traction to ordinary investors 

Next in order come state bonds. Their his- 
tory is not one of the things we are proud of. 
A total of over $300,000,000 (principal and in- 
terest) of them is now delinqueft by reason of 
repudiation on the part of their makers. A 
large part of tiie delinquency lo made up of 
what ise known as “ carpetbag bonds issued 
by the southern states during the period of 
reconstruction and later repudiated on the 
ground that the government creating them 
Aud not properly represent the people. But 


that is not true of all. Virginia, for example, 
has old bonds outstanding which were created 


before the war and which you can buy for a 
few cents on the dollar. This is possible be- 
cause the eleventh amendment to the consti- 
tution took away the right of private parties 
to sue states for payment of their debts. It ts 
probable that the days of repudiation are 
past, but history sometimes repeats itself, and 
it is well for the purchaser of state obliga- 
tions to remember that their payment de- 
pends entirely upon public morality. If he 
confines himself, however, to the bonds of 
states whose good financia) reputation is nec- 
essary to the business interests of their citi- 
gens, the risk of |loss—which is inherent in all 
imvestmentse—will be reduced toa minimum. 
0 
Municipal Bonds Popular. 

What has been said regarding state obli- 
gations applies with equa! force to the ob- 
ligation of municipalities. There has been 
much repudiation also on their part, but 
most of it has been bonds for which the peo- 
ple of the municipalities never received any 
consideration, the bonds having been issued 
during the speculative period succeeding the 
war in support of railroad schemes. 

Uniike states, municipalities can be forced 
to pay through the courts, and so numerous 
have such cases been that almost every point 
concerning the legality of municipal obliga- 
tions has been finally decided by the courts. 
The opinion of a competent lawyer as to their 
validity if now enough to satisfy investors 
and such an opinion is always offered by 
bond dealers when offering the bonds. Be- 
yond that it is only necessary to ascertain 
the population, growth, and general pros- 
perity of the municipality and the relation 


these bear to its total indebtedness in order 


to decide upon the desirability of its obliga- 
tions as an investment. 

In many cases the legal limit of such in- 
debtedness is only 5 per cent of its assessed 
value of the property within the municipal- 
ity, and this is perhaps only 1 per cent of 
the real value. With this safeguard, with 
our population increasing at the rate of 4,000 
per day, and with the prevailing prosperity 
of our country, municipal obligations are 
now very popular investments. They yield 
according to the grade, from 3.50 to 5 per cent 
to the Investor, and as a clase they are one 
of the best investments in the market.

Real Estate Securities. 

11. Real Estate Securities.—The purchase 
of real estate liself may de considered es an 
investment if it js already improved and 
yields an inoome, or ifthe purchaser m- 
proves it immediately after its purchase. To 
buy unimproved real estate simply with the 
hope that it will increase in value in the 
future ts a speculation—not an Investment.

The thought that it cannot run 
away or disappear seems to make it safe, 
and there is always the hope that it will n- 
crease in value. Nothing, however, can be 
more delusive. In ninety-nine cases out of 
a hundred it would be better to put the money 
in a savings bank at 8 per cent. 

Even improved property is usually unsatis- 
factory as an istvestment. When taxes, 
depreciation by use and by change of style, 
repaira, insurance, periods of vacancy, and 
failure to collect rents are taken into account 
the owners of real estate are generally dis- 
appointed in the net result. There are many 
notable exceptions, of course, but to own 
much real estate and to get little out of it is 
80 common that the term real estate poor 
has come to be well understood among buai- 
ness men. 

The safest way to invest money in real 
estate ip to buy and lease it to others to build 
upon. In good localities the ground rent is 
assured by this means, and this makes one 
of the safest investments known. There is 


value Never More than Option. 

Amother wa to invest in real estate is to 
advance mohey on mortgages with a margin, 
which should not be less than 50 per cent. 
Even then you are not sure that you will not 
have to foreclose your mortgage and take 
the property. A fall of 60 per cent in the 
estimated value of real estate during the 
currency of a mortgage even in growing 
and prosperous communities is by no means 
uncommon. 

The value of real estate is never more than 
an estimate—an option—in which it is al 
ways difficult to find two authorities who 
agree. There is nothing wider or more ex- 
travagant than the ideas of otherwise sen- 
sible men on the value of real estate during 
a period of inflation. I remember a case 
In Minneapolis which will serve as an il- 
lustration.

The mortgage was foreclosed for the various 
creditors by the leading lawyer of the city— 
one of the ablest all around business men I 
have ever known, who thus became thor- 
oughly familar with the property. The bank 
with which I wae connected was one of the 
creditora, and I rémember his telling me the

It was not redeemed, 88 and fell 
to my lot to arrange a division of the prop- 
erty among the creditors. For that purposes 
I had another valuation made of the various 
lots, which amounted in all to about $70,000.

Any one wishing to invest his money fn 
a real estate mortgage make sure that 
be le getting a first gage. There is 
nothing on the face of a mortgage or trust 
deed in some states to show whether a prior 
lien exists, and the palming off of a second 
or third mortgage is not en uncommon trick. 

He should also be satisfied that the title is 
clear in the name of the mortgagor. This is 
usually evidenced by a title guarantee policy 
which is sufficient in most cases, though 
by no means infallible. Then he should m- 
sist on seeing the property with his own 
eyes. No matter how reliable a mortgage 
dealer may be, a purchaser may by visiting 
the property discover something which may 
save him from an unsafe, or at least a slow 
and unsatisfactory investment. It is not im- 
possible that he may discover that the build- 
ing shown him by the mortgage broker as the 
property is as yet far from completed. and 
that only part of the money represented by 
the mortgage has been paid to the mortgagor 
—the balance being represented by a credit on 
the books of the broker which is to be ex- 
hausted as the building: goes on. In this 
case the investor must trust to the broker to 
see that the building te completed free of 
mechanics’ lieng and fit for occupancy. 

Whether it is safe to trust the broker de- 
pends upon his financial and moral standing 
nich opens up a new feld of investigation 
for the investor. He should also inquire into 
the financial standing of the mortgagor. If 
that be unsatisfactory the payment of inter- 
est is likely to be irregular and foreclosure 
may become necessary on account of the 
mortgagor's difficulties, although the prop- 
erty itself may be quite good for the amount 
involved. Foreclosure is a slow, tedious, and 
expensive way of getting your money back, 
even if u does get it back.

Farm Mortgages Are Best. 

Farm mortgages are one of the best real 
estate investments. Swindlers have not 
been unknown along thie line, but I believe 
the results to investors have been as satis- 
factory as in any line of investments, As 
in all others, prudence and common sense 
must be exercived; but there are many cor- 
porations and firms of high standing en- 
gaged tn the farm mortgage business, and by 
dealing only with such and avoiding certain 
states where the laws seem to have been 
made for the debtors a safe and fairly re- 
munerative investment in farm mortgages 
is easily obtained.

Opens Wide Field to Worker. 


By J. P. BECK,

DVENT of a new industry means the 
opening of a new fleld for thousands— 
for both the successful and unsuc- 
cessful. While the newnees of an 
industry invariably attracts the fail- 

ures in the other industries, at the same 
time it attracts a sufficient number of clear 
headed Dusiness men and substantial work- 
ingmen to insure its success. 


A new industry which requires the services 


: * of thousands of men means a greater com- 


petition for labor and ¢onsequently an in- 
crease in the price labor may demand for 
its services. The cement industry has this 
in common with other industries. For ex- 
ample, the erection of a cement plant in a 
certain town means that a few thousand men 
will be able to obtain employment the year 
round. Naturally, the effect of such a plant 
depends largely upon the population of the 
town, but nevertheless, even in the largest 
cities, the erection of any institution which 
ill employ thousands of men is certain to 
prove beneficial both to the town and to the 
workingmen. 

In common with other industries the aver- 
age wage earner connected with the manu- 
facture of cement receives $2.50. to $8 per 
day for his services, depending upon his 
intelligence and his mechanical ability, and 
in the cement industry, as in any other, there 
always are opportunities for the better class 
of workmen to advance to positions ot re- 


concrete into what was felt to be the car- 
penter’s particular field have come to realize 
that the building possibilities brought about 
by concrete construction afford both greater 
opportunity of employment and greater wage 
possibilities. 

Without question just the monolſthie con- 
struction that is being carried on today will 
employ more men than the frame construc- 
tion of a decade ago. The Mterlor work on 
a skyscraper gives the skilled wood- 
worker a greater opportunity than ever be- 
fore. The decorators, painters, plumbers, 
electricians—all of the building trades—-have 
deen materially Wanne dy the coming of 
cement. 

Add to all this the third phase of the ce- 
ment industry—the production of concrete 
machinery and cement handling devices. Ma- 
chiniets, millwrights, riggers, handy men, 
metal workers in general, have been benefited 
to a degree that can be realized only when 
one is thoroughly familiar with the scope 
of this part of the industry. Cement guns, 
block machines, brick maghines, concrete 
mixers, tile machines, and machines of al- 
most every description show the poersibili- 
ties opened for the mechanic in the construc- 
tion ‘of devices that, were it not Arr the 
manufacture of cement, would not be of use.

and also on the fine sandy soll between Pesh- 
tigo and Marinette generally range between 
$15 and $26 an acre for unimproved land 
and from $40 to $90 an acre for improved 
land. The average prices, though, stated 
between wide ranges, are subject to gradual 
change, tending toward higher prices each 
year, as is usually the case where unim 
proved lands are opening up to agricultural 
settlement. 


Dairying 8 Rapidly. 
The Miami fine sandy loam of the south- 
eastern half of the county is especially ta- 
vorable to apple culture The development 
of the live stock and deirying industry has 
been as rapid as the development of this in- 
dustry in other northern Wisconsin coun- 


tles. 


The sotle of Marinette county are predom- 
inantly sandy, ranging from light sand to 
a moderately heavy loam. The upland soils 
are commonly grayish or brownish at the 
surface and are generally well drained 
throughout. 

The ground water level in Miami fine sandy 
loam soil is generally from ten to thirty 
feet below the surface. Sufficient water for 
domestio purposes, therefore, can be ob- 
tained generally in the drift overlying the 
limestone or a few feet in the limestone. Oc- 
casionally, however, wells are drilled from 
fifty to 100 feet into the limestone before a 
sufficient supply can be obtained. Much of 
the soll is underiald by a clayey subsoil 
which tends to hold moisture sufficiently 
near the surface for the growing of crops. . 

The 1 fife ay loam is the most 
fertile soil in the county, and all the staple 
farm crops are successfully grown Baan st it.

The value of the unimproved land varies 
from §5 to $15 an acre and the cost of remov- 
ing the stumps equals and frequently exceeds 
the original purchase price.

The steam puller is more powerful and will

Hay Chief Crop. 

Owing to the number of stumps and the 
irregularity of the surface in the newly 
cleared flelds the method of cultivation is still 
crude. Im the older communities, however, 
improved farm machinery is in general use. 


Hay has always been the principa? crop 
grown within the area, though wheat, oats, 
rye, barley, potatoes, and vegetables are well 
adapted to this region. With the exception of 
wheat the acreage of these products is in- 
creasing each year. A large proportion of the 
area is well adapted to the production of 
clover and timothy, and tnroughout the “ cut 
over” lands along the old lumber roads and 
about the old camps.wherever seed has been 
scattered by stock there is a luxuriant growth 
of these plants. The wild grasses also thrive 
and ylelds of two or three tons of hay per 
tere are not un common.

Little wheat is grown within the area, 
though | in the southwestern. part yields of 
Fetes cd per acre are reported.

Season Too Short for Corn. 

The conditions. within the area are gen- 
erally considered to be unfavorable for the 
production of corn. The growing season is 
comparatively short and the nights are usu- 
ally cool. Although only a small] amount of 
corn has been grown within the area; it has 
been demonstrated that by careful selection 
hardier and earlier maturing varieties can 
be developed. 

In order to n the productiveness of 
the soils careful management will be neces- 
rary. No commercial fertilizers are used. 
The barnyard manure made during the win- 
ter Is spread over the fields in the epring, but 
the supply is insufficient to cover the cul- 
tivated fields more than once in about five 
years. Oats and potatoes usually consti- 
tute the first crop raised on newly cleared 
land. Oats may be followed by grass, clover, 
and timothy sown with the grain in the 
spring.. Wheat may follow the oats, al- 
though in no part of the area is a fixed ro- 
tation of crops practiced. Sections most con- 
venient and most easily cleared are usually 
selected without special note being taken of 
the character of the soll or its adaptation to 
crops to be grown. 

Dairy farming gives promise of becoming 
an important industry. The wild grasses, to- 
gether with the clover and timothy which 
grow luxuriantly over the greater portion of 
the area, afford excellent pasture through- 
out the summer and fall. While it is neces- 
sary to shelter and feed the cattie for about 
five months during the winter, an abundant 
supply of hay can be easily secured, and 
this. with a small amount of ground feed will 
carry the stock through the winter in good 
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uon facilities. ot the area

gan near the towns of Ithaca, St. John’s, 
and Owosso. Will you kindly give me an 
idea es to the soll tm the counties in which 
each of the above towns i located, also kind 
of farming carried on and the average price 
of land? Will appreciate all information you 
can give me in regard to the above.

Owosso ie in Shiawaeswe county, which is 
located im the central part of the lower 
peninsula of Michigan. The growth and 
agricultural development of Shiewesse coun- 
ty has been slow but steady. A large por- 
tion of the tillable lands of the area is at 
present under cultivation and « great va- 
riety of crops is grown. The cultivation of 
wheat has been the foundation of the agri- 
cultural wealth of the area, and wheat con- 
tinued to be the most important product of 
the county up to within the lest few years, 
since which time failure to obtain profitable 
yields has greatly decreased the acreage 
devoted to it. 

‘The agriculture of the Owoesc area belongs 
to the class usually designated as general 
farming. A variety of crops is grown and 
the work is well distributed throughout the 
season, so that it cam be accomplished with- 
out the aid of much bired labor. On a farm 
of only eighty acres as many «es five or six 
distinct farm crops may be grown, leaving 
besides a considerable acreage allotted to 
timber land, pasture, orchard, end garden. 
The rotation of these crops on a single fleld 

requires à period of from four to seven years, 
with the following commonly practiced ays- 
tem: First year, corn or beans; second year, 
corn or beans; third year, oats, barley, rye, 
or wheat; fourth year, rye or wheat; fifth, 
sixth, and seventh years, hey. Although this 
is a long system of rotation and one that 
would scarcely do if some special crop de- 
manded greater acrcage, it haw doubtless 
beem one of the chief factors in maintaining 
the productiveness of the soils. 
* 
Navy Bean Chief Crop. 

A larger acreage is probably given to the 
navy bean than to any other crop grown in 
the area. The beans are drilled in with the 
corn planter between May 10 and June 10. 
The growing of sugar beets is a compare- 
tively new industry in thearea and themeth- 
ods employed in cultivating the Umited acre- 
age now devoted to their production sre 
largely dictated by the egriculturists of the 
sugar beet companies. 

In addition to the crops enumerated, al- 
most every farmer hes a ma orchard,

For No. 4 shoes set up 46, 56, 48 stitches. 
For No. 5 shoes set up 52, 56, 52 stitches. For 
No. 6 shoes set up 56, 38, 50 stitches. Always 
put fiftty-tive stitches on the middle needle. 
Knit two rows, purl two rows, knit two rows, 
purl two rows, knit two rows. Eleventh row 
rib in twos, beginning with two knitted, then 
two puried until the twenty-five and tw enty- 
six on middie needle, which two stitches knit 
together, then seam one stitch, then slip 
and bind next two stitches, then continue the 
ridding. Twelfth row proceed as in the elev- 
enth, this knitting the twenty-four and 
twenty-five stitches, then seam one slip and 
bind next two, then continue the ribbing as 
Sefore. Continue to rib in this manner untl 
there are altogether sixty-three stitches on 
the three needles. Knit thirty-five rows of 
siety-three stitches, then bind off loosely.

It was not an ideal condition, but the us 
band's was slender, the boy and girl 
were determined to go to college, as friends 


of theirs were planning to do, and the 


mother decided that sooner than thwart 
them in this she would sacrifice the con- 
ventional home ideal for the sake of the 
good salary which would make their edu- 
eation possible. Of two undesirable courses 
she chose the least disadvantageous. — 

A ie case is that of my correspondent 
‘whose letter supplies the text for my talk. 
Bhe, too, wishes to earn the money which 
will educate her child, since the husband’s 
means are not sufficient to do this. There 
is no refiection on the man’s willingness or 
industry when she becomes a Wage earner. 

The increased cost of living puts a strain 
upon most incomes that they are untitted to 
meet. Especially this is true in the case 
of the great army of clerksand other work- 
ers in similar lines, whose salaries have not 
risen in anything like an adequate propor- 
tion to the growth in the expense of rent, 
food, and clothing. When a woman has a 
faculty for money making—a faculty which 
she proved before her marriage--what more 
natural than that she should turn it to ac- 
count when she knows that its exercise will 
not only ease her husbands burden but 
give her children and herself benefits which 
will make for their improvement in every 
way? 

Sometimes the way is made easier for her 
and her home by the presence in it of a 
relative—a mother, a sister, or an aunt— 
who can look after the house and the chil- 

dren during her absence—an absence which 
may render it possible for her to give the 
relative the shelter of her roof. In that 
event the sacrifice is less severe, although 
in any case the mother who has to leave 
her growing children to the care of even the 
tenderest relative pays a big interest on the 
money she earns. 

Even when there are no children in the 
home I confess to a regret when a newly 
made wife leaves her house to become a 
breadwinner. Part of my old fashioned 
peculiarities again, I dare say—but the 
theory that the married woman whose hus- 
band should support her has no business to 
take a place which might otherwise be 
filled by a single girl who needs the job for 
herself or for others dependent upon her 
ig too firmly grounded in my mental consti. 
tution for me to get rid of it easily, despite 
my perception of changed circumstances 
and conditions, 

Briefly, then, I may sum up my personal 
position by stating that I deprecate any 
necessity which forces a wife and mother 
out of the shelter of her heme and into the 
ranks of the wage earners. Anybody al- 
most may earn money, dut for each family 
there is only one mother and if she leaves 
her post it remains empty.

At the same time I recognise the obliga- 
tion of a different course in such contingen- 
cles as | have already instanced and ia 
many others. In the ranks of the laboring 
poor such departure from the home is 
taken for granted. My laundress is the 
mother of a 6 year old boy whom she has ts 
leave alone when she starts to her work in 
the morning. The littie chap eats the break- 
fast she has prepared for him, washes the 
dishes, locks the house, and goes to school 
with the key of the door tied around his 
neck by a string, comes home at noon for 
the lunch he gets, and clears away for 
himself, and goes back to school, and after 
his return when school closes amuses him- 
self as best he may till his mother gets 
home. He's just like a little old mani” 
his mother said, complacently, when I won- 
dered that she dared leave him to himself. 

Is there a mother whose heart does not 
contract at the thought of the loneliness 
and neglect which brought the child to such 
maturity? The poor mother could not help 
it and there are many others like her, but 
who would force such discipline upon a child 
if it were in any way possible to avert it? 
When the necessity arises we must meet 
it as best we cah, but personally I would 
shrink from the experience. . 

At the same ume the question is so large, 
so farreaching, that I feel it to be one upon 

-sewhich the judgment of my constituency 
might well be exercised. I would like to 
ask you who have given me your opinions 
in many other problems ‘to bring your at- 
tention to bear upon this. How do you stand 
on the idea of married women going out 
to work? I do not refer to the cases of ab- 
solute necessity, such as that of the laun- 
dress and others placed like her, but to in- 
stances where the additional money would 
mean better dress, better surroundings, 
more freedom from financial care, more 
opportunities for education and enjoyment, 
for travel and recreation. 


Are these worth more than the old ideals 
of the home, the standards we have always 
eld of the wife and mother’s place in itt 
Dees what she earns in the way of money 
compensate for what she and her household 
lose, or are these in reality worth more than 
what may be merely sentimental theories, 
born of long use and custom, and now be- 
come outworn and old fashioned? 

Will you think the matter over carefully 
and impartially and let me know?

The question I put tomy 
conscience is: Have I taught him self-oon- 
trol ao that he will be able to withstand 
temptations older and wiser (so-called) 
men will ply him with ‘to make a man of 
him? Our voters are the most unsafe com- 
pany for a boy. Are they any safer for the 
big boy whose mother has given seventeen 
or eighteen years to careful training of her 
darling 7 

“ What influence will de brougut to bear 
when he goes to another town to play foot- 
ball and the trainer lets the boys drink 
and smoke, a my son's captain has done? 

Wust influence when he sees that the 
mayor allows tranegression which his 
mother has told him is a ain? 

“ What influence when he finds that rep- 
utable business men, doctors, and lawyers 
are all-night gamblers?

Should her boy fall, is she 
to blame?

Searching questions these, that may wen 
make careless parents “sit up and take

“To corn beef—Put two or three pounds 
of the under part of a round into the bot- 
tom of a pot; season with pepper and salt 
—just enough for a thin layer of salt and 
a dash of pepper. Put some of the season- 
ing into the pot first; then the beef, and 
eprinkle that with both. Add a little piece 
of saltpeten. Too much makes the meat 
hard. 

“I make sure the beef is sufficiently 
ealted; then cover some inches deep in 
cold water. Set in a cold place and keep 
covered. In five daye the meat will be 
pink all through and ready to eat.

For Stomach Trouble Sufferers. 


“In answer to an inquiry for whole wheat 
bread I send the following, which has been 
tried and found to be just the thing for peo- 
ple suffering from stomach trouble: 

“Six cups whole wheat flour, two table- 
spoons sugar, one tablespoon butter o¢ 
shortening, adding salt if fresh 
is used, one cup sour milk, to which is added 
a scant teaspoon of sode. Bake in a well 
greased bread tin for an hour or until it is 
baked through. It can also be made with 
sweet milk and baking powder. If you like 
you can add a cup of currants or a cupful of 
finely ground nuts. 

These make delicious sandwiches, eape- 
cially if spread with peanut butter. 

“The following is an excellent recipe for 
johnny cake: 

One cup each of corn meal and flour, one 
tablespoon butter or shortening, adding a 
teaspoon of salt if butter is not used: two 
tablespoons sugar or molasses, one 8 
milk, to which you add a small 
baking soda. Mix well and beke in a flat 
tin in a moderate oven.

We were able to start life together in our 
own home, making a payment of $500 down, 
the balance to. be paid in monthly install- 
ments. By judicious manipulation of our 
income we have been able to meet these pay- 
ments in spite of obstacles that were die 
couraging, and now at the end of five years 
have less than $500 still owing before our 
home shall be clear. We feel sure that, had

Many seem to think it wiser to buy in small 
quantities, Here I differ decidedly. If you 
have room to store things you can save at 
least 25 per cent on your groceries by laying 
in a store for winter.

Another rule I have made. Never buy 
anything on the installment plan.

OW old is man? 

This is the problem that baffles the scientists 
and seems almost as far from solution now as it 
did over half a century ago when Sir Charles 
Lyell created a sensation in a meeting of English sci- 
entists by stating he was convinced man’s appearinee on 
earth was infinitely older than the limits fixed by biblical 

record. 

He even went so far as to indorse the theory given in 
“a work very shortly to appear by Mr. Charles Darwin te 
that man was old enough to have co-existed at least with 
the Siberian mammoth. 

Such heterodoxy was denounced at the time by the vast 
majority of folk—even by the members of this society. 
But what was heterodoxy then is orthodoxy now, and so 
a new heterodoxy must arise. 

This, according to Prof. Arthur Keith in a recent ad- 
dress delivered before the British association at Dundee, 
Scotland, has as its advance man M. Rutot of the 
Royal Natural History museum of Brussels. The con- 
servative element among the scientists has as, its stal- 
wart defender Prof. Boyd Dawkins of Manchester, Eng- 
land.

Is Man 1,500,000 Years Old? 

In the latter’s opinion—and the orthodox opinion of to- 
day—-we may accept the view that the dawn of the 
earliest form of humanity lies 400,000 years behind us; 
in that space of time man as we know him sow was 
evolved from a crude almost prehuman form closely re- 
lated to the anthropoid apes. 

In the opinions of the conservatives, the history of man 
does not extend beyond the Pleistocene period——the phase 
of the earth’s history immediately preceding the one in 
which we live. They accept the famous fossil man of 
Java—a being with à brain little more than half the size 
of a modern man’s-—as representative of mankind before 
the end of the Pleistocene ! before the end of that period 
men of the modern type appeared. 

So you see from the geologist’s point of view—he meas- 


ures time by periods and not by years—man is a recent 
addition to the earth. 

From this conservative estimate we turn to the radical, 
and there it is found that the time of man's origin dates 


| back at least a million and a half years ago. That is his 


age—1,500,000 years—and the scientists who uphold this 
theory give as proofs the records of bones and stone im- 
plements dug up from the earth. Of course new discov- 
eries at any time may add a hundred thousand or so years 
to “our” age, but this is man’s age as based upon pres 
ent discoveries, according to the radicals’ theories. 

But whatever be the period during which man made his 
appearance on earth—the Pleistocene, the Pliocene, the 
Miocene, or the Oligocene—the time must be long enough 
to allow mankind to be distributed and differentiated as 
we now see it in the world of today.

ample, if the man who lived in Britain 4,000 years ago 
were to walk down the streets of any American city 
dressed in moderna garb be would attract no attention 
whatever, so much like “ home folks” would he be. In 
fact, so slow is evolution, the Neolithic men of France, 
Switzerland, and Germany were not in any wise a lower 
race than their successors of today. 

At the close of theePleistocene peried, which even the 
orthodox and conservative geologists admit ta have come 
to an end some 15,000 years ago, the men of Furope in 
stature and in size of brain were at least eur equals. ta 
tooth, limb, and bone they were more robust. It is only 
when we pass into the Pleistocene to the epoch marked 
by the last or the fourth of the cold cycles which sub 
divided that period that man as we know him disappears; ° 
his place is taken by a human being of an altogether dif- 
ferent kind—a human race denominated by e Ag 
the Neanderthal. 

The remains of four individuals of this race have been 
unearthed. The strata in which the remains were found 
contain stone implements and bones of animals belonging 
to a cold climate. ; 

Neanderthal man, says Prof. Keith, appears sud- 
denly in this latter part of the Pleistocene, and as sud 
denly disappears to be replaced by modern man. It is im- 
possible to conceive that just at the close of the Pleisto- 
cene, Neanderthal man was suddenly converted into mad- 
ern man. We can only infer that at the close of this 
period there were two distinct races of mankind—Nean- 
derthal and modern.”

The Lower Jaw Find Near Heidelberg, 

Going back to near the Pleistocene period all we know 
of man in Europe is the famous lower jaw found near 
Heidelberg in 1907. This jaw with a full complement af 
teeth told a fairly complete story of the man to whom 
it delonged— that is, the story was complete to the sei- 
entist. 

There is not the shadow of a doubt,” says one sel- 
entist, that the Heidelberg man belonged to the Neander 
thal type; perhaps he may best be deseribed as pre- 
Neanderthaloid, for in strength and massiveness df jaw 
he foreshadows the Neanderthal men whose remains are 
found in Europe toward the end of the Pleistocene. Al- 
though in many features this man shows resemblances te 
the anthropoids, in others he is highly specialized. The 
teeth of an Australian native make a hearer appreach to 
anthropoid condition than those of Neanderthal man. 

We have another fossil man at the begianing of the 
Pleistocene. In Java Dr. BDugene Dubois discovered the 
fossil remains of a man who in stature, posture, and gait 
must have been very similar to us, but so unlike us in 
head form that uis discoverer amed this new type of man 
Pithecanthropus. The size of his brain was little mere 
than half that of »cdern man. 

Thus we have knowledge of only two human indi- 
viduals near the beginning of the Pleistoc ne period. The 
one was brutal in aspect, the other certainly low in in- 
tellect. It would thus seem that we must trace man 
as a human being, that is—etill .urther back to find his, 
common stock. 

“I for one am convinced that we have followed kim 
almost unchanged back to the middle of the Pleistocene, 
when we find him accompanied by another form of man 
almost as distinct from him as the gorilla is from the 
chimpanzee. Still further back at the beginning of the 
Pleistocene we find at least two forms of men—the 
Neanderthal of Heidelberg and the small brained map 9 
Java.

The Problem an Eternal One. 

“If we accept as authentic all the evidence brought 
forth by those who have traced man backward by means 
of flints which have the appearance of man’s work on 
them, then we must admit that the Pliocene man is pos- 
sible, for stones apparently artificially fashioned have 
been found in strata as old as the Eocene. 

“If on the other hand we examine the evidence relating 
to that group of animals to which man belongs—the 
higher primates—the facts so far as we know them render 
the existence of man in the Kocene and Oligocene periods 
impossible, improbable in the Miocene period, but quite 
probable in the Pliocene.”

When Mrs, George W. Plummer resigned 
her office as chairman of the organization 
committee of the state association yesterday 
afternoon, after she had submitted a splen- 
did plan of organization to the memberswof 
the executive committee, the IMinois board 
lost one of ite most valuable workera, for 
Mra. Plummer loves work as most women 
love bridge and the matinée. 


When I see a big plan and perceive the 
means by which it can be successfully carried 
out, it is all I can do to check myeelf from 
taking hold of it,” said Mrs. Plummer, when 
some one remarked the fact that she always 
seems ready to take up the most difficult 
tasks. 

“I ike to play the spider and spin the web 
with fine dextrous strokes, she said. ‘‘ The 
limelight does not appeal to me. The role of 
Bunty pleases me, for it permits me to pull 
the strings.“ 

With the work of organizer of the north 
side branch of the Illinois Equal Suffrage as- 
sociation, as well as the duties of the execu- 
tive secretary of the Consumers’ kague de- 
pending upon her for proper execution, Mra 
Plummer found the organization work in the 
state association too great even for her 
capabilities. 

For some time the executive board mem- 
bers of the north side organization have at- 
tempted to obtain a promise from Mrs. Plum- 
mer to assume the responsibilities of the or- 
ganization work. It was not until Mrs. Tif- 
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fany Blake, the president, became too Ill to 
carry forward the projects outlined for the 
season that Mra. Plummer accepted the office 
of organizer."

‘ Modeled on Kansas Plan. 

The plan of organization prepared by Mrs. 
Plummer for the state association is some- 
what similar. to that used by the Kansas 
women, who claim that without their com- 
plete organization the ballot would never 
have been won at the last election in No- 
vember. 

In order to systematize the work Mra, 
Plummer suggests that the state be divided 
into senatorial districtsin which the suffrage, 
church, women's clubs and men’s clube shall 
be grouped and an organization committee 
appointed, the chairman of which shall bea 

member of the state nn commit - 
tee. 

Then Mrs. Plummer proposes that the state 
committee appoint a paid organizer to go 
into the field. 

“The selection and education of these or- 
ganizers is of the utmost importance. They 
should be trained to deliver the suffrage mes- 
sage just ae a book agent is trained to sell 
his wares. A business firm*never sends out 
a salesman without first advising him as 
to the objection he is likely to meet and the 
convincing arguments he should offer in order 
to persuade the customer. 

A suffragist who goes out to work as an 
organizer should have all the arguments for 
suffrage at the tip of her tongue for a differ- 
ent appeal must be made in different com- 
munities. All people cannot be convinced by 
only oneargument. She should know equally 
well every objection that may de put up to 
her and her answer must be ready.” 

Mrs. Plummer believes that complete or- 
ganization in the central and southern parts 
of the state is the only means by which the 
fight for woman’s suffrage can be won in Illi- 
nols, for she, like all other suffragists who 
have studied the situation, knows the rural 
vote is the favorable vote.

“When I realized how easily and com- 
fortably I might have accomplished my 
purpose if I had had the power of the ballot 
to back up my arguments for the bill,” said 
Mrs. Plummer, it convinced me that wo- 
men should have the vote to help them with 
just such work. It ig for legislation which 
will affect the home and the children that 
women seek the ballot.” 

A member of the Woman's club for many 
years and chairman of the reform depart- 
ment five different times, Mrs. Plummer 
modestly claims that she knows detall work 
from A to Z.

| We should substitute for our own oppres- 
sive and injurious tax law such a one as 
exists in New York and other states, where-

ord of any mortgage until the tax shall 
have been paid; This tax should be 80 uma ll 
as to be borne by the lender and not be an 
additional ‘burden to the borrower. 

This method of taxation, if permitted by 
our constitution, would bring automatically 
into the treasury hundreds of thousands of 
dollars annually, now utterly lost. 

One unfortunate result in our taxation 
aystem is the pernicious activity of a small 
number of individuals, divided about equally 
between those who seek to blackmail! and 
those who propose to confiscate. Whatever 
their purpose, it cannot work to. the advan- 
tage of the community. It will result in- 
evitably in driving the rich citizens from the 
state, with the inevitable result: that the 
burden of supporting the government will 
tall more heavily than ever upon the Iéss 
well to do whocannotieavelillinois. 

The taxation question must be treated 
with respect to the actus! needs of the com- 
munity and not in a spirit of class hostility 
or of personal selfishness. ©

THE LINCOLN MEMORIAL. 

In the protest of Illinois architect: 
against the adoption of a Grecian peristyle 
as a monument to Lincoln in Washingtou 
there is something of Mr. Dooley’s feeling 
when. he.declared of political orators that 
“Whin they gets to talkin’ about Greece 
and Rome, I takes me hat and goes home.“ 

It is true that there was more of Celtic 

t and melancholy in the spirit of Lin- 
coln than ‘of the hard, bright light of the 
Hellenes. But on the other hand the mind 
and character of Lincoln had some of the 
enpential Hellenic qualities. If he had a 
Gothic sense of the grotesque, he bad a 
wonderful lucidity and temperance, and the 
"elevated simplicity of the Greek archetype 
was not nobler or loftier than that un- 
matched disinterestedness upon which bis 
greatness rested as upon a rock. 

Objection to a Greek design seems 1 
chiefly on the demand that for a national 
monument to a national hero a native de- 
sign should be chosen: To this it might be 
replied that Lincoln, for all hie deep and 
racy Americanism, transcended race and 
belongs now to che world, as Greek art be- 
longs. to the world. The earlier Americans 
found no incongruity in the adoption of 
Greek ideals in political theory or in e#s- 
thetics. On the contrary, Greek culture 
was an important part of the culture thought 
to belong properly to the citizen of a re- 
public.. The founders referred frequently 


‘to Greek precedents and would have been 


astonished to hear these modern assertions 
that in the great American republic it is 
inappropriate to choose from its immortal 
political predecessor an art form to com- 
memorate the American statesman. 

It would be gratifying, of course, to our 
Americanism If we could erect a memorial 
in some art form indigenous to America. 
But if there is one it is not yet established. 
What is wanted is a monument, beautiful 
and noble, appropriate not to the particular 
and inessential in our thought of Lincoln, 
but to the universal and everlasting. It 
American architects and sculptors can de- 
vise a better monument than the one pro- 
posed, and that is “quite possible, it should 
be accepted, but upon its total merits of es- 
sential beauty and significance, not upon the 
dogma that Greek art has no place in Amer- 
ica.

Today the average e 
facts, demonstrable and provable, feels pity 
for the brilliant intellects that get their 
wires crossed and wander off into vague 
speculative philosophies. ‘The speculative 
philosophers, knowing their mental superi- 
ority, write books against the sciences 
Nees on facts, and develop great speculative 
cults, 


Time was when epidemics were charged 
to the wrath of God. Others thought they 
were due to devils: This was followed by 
the age in which epidemics were recognized 
as the material results of material forces 
acting in a material way. But the opinion 
and procedure even of that day was tinctured 
with mysticism. 

The word “malaria” means bad air, 
and the disease was so named because it 
was supposed to result from miasms which 
exuded from the soil into the air. Chapin 
tells us that the burning of sulphur as a 
means of disinfecting grew out of the idea 
that disease was devilish in its origin and 
sulphur exorcised the devils. 

When bacteriology was developed, the 
foundation for epidemiology was laid. The 
second as a science trails about twenty-five 
years behind the ze 


Scientific e really began less 
than ten years ago. Many ot the principles 
have been laid down within the last two 
years. 

The tendency of that science has been to 
fix the responsibility for the spread of con- 
tagion directly on men sick with contagion 
or recovered therefrom. The tendency is 
wholly to eliminate many of the causes of 
contagion formerly believed in and to min- 
imize many others. We quote Hill: 

The infectious diseases are derived only 
from sources consisting of infectious per- 
sons (or animals).” 

Note that there is a total elimination of 
echoolrooms, floors, walls, cups, and all 
other “things” as factors in the spread of 
contagion. 

The above quotation dees not wholly ex- 
press Hill's views, as will presently appear; 
yet in his presentation the overshadowing 
importance of the person is made emphatic- 
ally prominent by the above statement. The 
Is, “ ands,” and duts are not allowed 
to weaken the force of the great monu- 
mental fact.

I have always believed that a health offi- 
cer should be something more than an epi- 
demiologist. He must be a political econ- 
omist, a sociologist, and several other types 
as well as an epidemiologist. 

At the same time health officers must bo 
epidemiologists or they fail right at the 
center of things. These other qualities are 
more or less like aide dishes at a meat meal. 

Of those who have the epidemiologist's 


ion, are the most logical and clear headed. I 
should like to see health officers forced to go 
to school as they are in Indiana, and, in 
school, forced to study Chapin's Sources 
and Modes of Infection” and Hill’s series 
of articles in the Minnesota Journal-Lancet. 
To this list I would add Hill's article on 
“The Carrier Question in the Canadian 
Public Health Journal of December, 1912.

The first summarizes the literature in the 
controversy—persons vs. things as carriers 
of contagion, and comes out for persons. 
The second is a plea for concrete work by 
health departments in controlling concrete 
diseases through the control of people who 
distribute disease and an abandonment of 
efforts to control disease by departments of 
health by efforts at garbage disposal, street 
cleaning, etc. The last is a valuing of the 
power to distribute disease of carriers of 
different types. 

Hill makes a distinction between outside 
and inside carriers that is a still further 
driving home to the heart of things. « bulls- 
eye within the old bullseye. 

An outside carrier is one who carries 
germs on his whiskers, hands, clothes, or 
soles of his shoes. He thinks carriage of 
disease in this way is not of much conse- 
quence. 

He says external carriers can be detected 
by their close, recent contact with the -in- 
fected. They can be put out of action 
promptly by a few minutes’ vigorous treat- 
ment with soap and water; and, finally, they 
remain infectious for short periods only, 
say one day, 

Hill says that washing the hands thor- 
oughly after every contact with infection 
will end 99 per cent of the carriers as such. 
He asserts such external carriers are not of 
much more importance than nonliving con- 
veyors, such as spoons and towels. Hvren 
when they are infected, sunlight, air, and 


| drying kills the infection in a short time. 


By Internal carriers is meant those per- 
sons in whom the germs of infection have 
found lodgment inside the body, In these 
the germs are moist, warm, alive, active, 
growing, and multiplying. In controlling 
an epidemic, the great bulk of the efforts 
at control must be — upon these.

Hill’s argument is for a greater use of 
the cont disease specialist, one able 
to take the history and some little fact like 
a throat spot here, a skin rash there, a bit 
of scaling, a scab or a scar, and from such 
fragmentary information establish a diag- 
nosis; for instance, a man like Spalding, who, 
on such a fragmentary basis as a single scar 
or a dried up, scab covered sone, is able to 
rule out scores of cases of supposed small- 
pox every year. 

It is in the three stages when the patient 
is sick or convalescent that he is most in- 
fectious. In those stages the germs are 
most abundant, most active, and most poi- 
sonous. The people who are brought in con- 
tact with the sick are brought most closely 
in contact with contagion. 

However, he is generally bedridden, and 
people keep away from him. He does not 
come in contact with many people; there- 
fore he does not do as much harm as we ex- 
pect. 


—~>- 


In the other four stages, those in which 
he harbors germs and is well, he is moving 
around. 

The susceptible, in the first instance, must 
go to the sickness. In the second the sick- 
ness is carried to them. Hill puts it: 

“The Ghurka, man for man, is many 
times a better lighter than the Hindoo. But 
1,000 Hindoos can do much more damage 
than one Ghurka.” 

The typical case of a disease is much the 
worst potential distributor we have, but be- 
cause he is usually recognized as such and 
isolated, he does much less damage than 
does the unrecognized, mild, or concealed 


case. . 

The divisions, in point of time; of stx of 
the more important forms of contagion from 
infection ta defection are as follows: 

Diphtheria—Incubation, three days; on- 
get. one day; acute illness, seven days: con- 
valescence, seven days; decubation, seven 
days. take 

Measles proper—Incubation, ten days; on- 
set, four; illness, seven; convalescence, 
seven; decubation, none. 

Scarlet fever—Incubation, four; onset, 
one; illness, seven; convalescence, twenty- 
one; decubation, none. 

German measles—lucubation, fotrteen: 
onset, none; illness, three; convalescence, 
three; decubation, none. 

Chicken pox—lIncubation, sixteen; onset, 
none; illness, seven; convalescence, seven: 
decubation, none. 

Smalipox—Iincubation, twelve; onset, 
three; illness, twelve; convalescence, twen- 
ty-one; decubation, none.

It will be noticed that we do not know 
what the decubation period of any of these 
diseases is except diphtheria. Of diphtheria 
we Know the bacterial cause. Now that we 
know that mezsies is due to a filterable 
virus, we may be able to find out shortly and 
with certainty whether or not it has a deca- 
bation period. 


One result of this outline will be to 


shorten the period for quarantining. Meas- 
ured from the first day of symptoms, it would 
be: Diphtheria, twenty-two days; measles, 
eighteen days; scarlet fever, twenty-nine 
days; German measles, six days; chicken 
pox, fourteen days; smallpox, thirty-six 
days. But much leeway must be left for the 
atypical. 

This disposition to short circuit is not 
limited to the clinical course of the disease. 
At best, the progress is from income to out- 
go of the bacillus, and disease is an incident 
that may or may not occur. 

Even disease is a fight against the poison 
of the germ, and not the germ itself. Many 
of the people into whom germs get do not 
become sick at all. Thus the incubation 
period may be normal—i. e.: end dy the 
development of the disease: may be aborted 
by the early disappearance of the germs, or 
may be indefinitely prolonged.

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Tips for the Good Dresser: 
Gloves W orn, Not Carried.

ONDON.—[Special Correspondence. }— 
I do not at all hold with men, often of 
good social position, who only “ carry “ 
gloves. Gloves are made to be worn 
and not carried about in the hand u. 
4 parcel of rags. 

In winter, for morning use, I wear the un- 
dressed skin of reindeer, colored a rich brown 
or a slate gray. In the afternoon, especially 
with a frock coat, I usually wear a lighter 
skin of the redder shade of coloring. That is, 
instead of a deep brown, I often wear a 
lemon color, and in place of slate gray a pearl 
gray. But they are alwaye of undressed 
skine—either an especially light reindeeror a 
kid. The only glased gloves now worn 
by men of fashion in England are either the 
éogekin Griving and riding gloves or the 
white kid evening gloves. It te most decided- 
ly incorrect to wear white kid gloves with the 
frock coat, although ‘this is often seen, even 
at royal afternoon functions. The king's 
chamberlain is decidedly lax to allow all sorts 
of gloves to be worn at royal garden parties, 
te. 

This criticism is aua true of the cham- 
Werlain of Edward VIL, who was a stick- 
mr in matters of dress and court etiquetre. 

In summer I wear light shades of undressed 
kid for morning and afternoon wear in town. 
Both lounge and afternoon gloves should 
have two horn or pearl buttons; metal but- 
tons are decidedly bad taste at all times. But 
care must be taken that the shade worn 
blende with one’s tie, waistcoat, and general 
suiting. I leave out one’s socks, though even 
socks should never clash with any part of 
the tout ensemble. And this is quite equally 
true of everything worn by the perfectly 
dressed man. er. mut be in har- 
mony.

as sold in America by even a good class of 
haberdasher, and they must never be “ pad- 
ded” with cotton, etc. They must all de tied 


te an artist and he made me some score of 
pins of magnificent workmanehip. These 
were of cock pheasants’ heads, ducks in 
flight, foxes, hounds, coaches, horses, etc. 
But they were in no way like those designs 
as they are ordinarily purchased in jewelers’ 
shops.
